One day, not long ago, I had the pleasure of visiting a well- 
equipped scientific laboratory where very advanced investigations 
and experiments were being conducted. I was a little out of my 
depth but, trying to appear intelligent, I said to the department 
head who was acting as my guide, “Doctor, you must have per- 
formed some very interesting and thrilling experiments in these 
laboratories.” 

“Yes,” he replied, “we are always conscious that there are un- 
known ers all about us and we are 
attem & to explore new areas of 
knowledge.” 

He hesitated for a moment and then 
continued, “I performed an experiment 
here two months ago for which I needed 
none of this expensive equipment. Per- 
sonally, consider it my most important 
experiment. You see, I was a defeated 
person. I didn’t think anyone knew it 
except ny wife, but I was filled with 
fears. I was making moral compromises. 
I was unhappy and without control. I 
did my work without any sense of power 
or achievement.” 

“That’s not an uncommon experi- 
ence,” I said, “what did you do about 
it?” 

“Well,” he continued, “we had on 
our staff here a young Scientist who was 
keen-minded and brilliant. Everyone in 
the place loved him. Wherever he went, 
there was harmony and peace. His face 
was always serene. If he failed in an 
experiment, he never appeared frus- 

Dr. Peale trated. He simply began all over again.” 

My guide went on to say that he 
questioned this young scientist as to the secret of his contentment 
and the man had told him, “I have discovered a magic formula 
for living that has revolutionized my life, giving me happiness and 
peace. Of course, I don’t believe in magic; but this isn't magic in 
the ordinary sense, it is the operation of a law, as demonstrable 
as any of the laws of science. It is so amazing, so incredible, so 
utterly inconceivable that-I jind myself applying to it a word that 
lifts it into another category. I call it ‘the magic formula for living.’ 
wed all it is is the simple day-to-day practice of my religious

His senior took these words to heart and the experiment 
which he told me about was the testing of these words of the 
young scientist and finding them to be true. On the young 
man’s “magic formula” he had reconstructed his own life. _ 

How many pedple reading these words right now are fighting 
battles with themselves against frustration, disappointment, un- 
happiness, fear and sensuality? Many of us are fighting against 
vicissitudes and circumstances of life. It is going on all about us: 
quiet battles on the outside; raging battles on the inside. But I can 
say to you that there is available a power by which you can win 
a victory over yourself and over your circumstances and, when 
you try it, you too will say that it is a “magic formula.” 

I have written before about my good friend, Capt. Eddie Rick- 
enbacker, because I know him so well and admire him so much, 
He knows the power of this formula. He tells the story of an auto- 
mobile race at the famous Indianapolis Speedway in 1915. All the 
contestants had been eliminated but Eddie and one other. His 
opponent’s car was faster on the straightaways, but Eddie’s was 
faster on the curves. 

Then all of a sudden, Rickenbackertbegan to hear snaps and 
booms; the spokes of his wheels were breaking one by one. He did 
not know how many he had left but every time he heard another 
snapping noise he kneg. he had lost another. They tried to flag 
him down and stop him but he was in that race to win. At 125 
miles an hour going ‘round a turn, a wheel flew off veering him 
toward some stone pillars. The next moment, another wheel came 
off, turning him in the other direction. When the car stopped, he 
was still safe at the wheel. 

“Although I lost the race,” he says, “I had discovered a 
greater truth in those tumultuous moments. I had the power of 
faith in my mind, not in my hands, by which I could bring 
that car in no matter what happened to it.” 

This is no preacher I am quoting. This is a rough and ready 
American whose philosophy is that Almighty God will watch over 
you and help you as long as you find a job to do, and that you can 
receive tremendous help from God if you ask for it fully realizing 
that it is a two-way proposition. 

Many people have discovered the magic formula. If you want 
to state it for yourself, simply say, “I believe it.” Then, if some- 
thing inside says, “No, you can’t,” turn on it and reply, “You go 
back down where you belong. You have controlled me too long. 
I do believe it.” 

Then turn to God and say, “This is my deep desire, but I can- 
not do it without YOU.” If you do this sincerely, a voice will come 
to you saying, “Never fear, in the name of God, you can do it. 

That, for you, and for me, and for all of us, is the magic formula 


of this life.

Judge Neil Andrews 
Rejected by Senate 


In Washington yesterday the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee unanimously rejected 
the nomination of Judge Neil Andrews as 
Federal District judge, a post he.has been 
holding by presidential appointment made 
after the adjournment of the last Congress. 

Sen. Richard B. Russell opposed his 
one-time close friend and_ supporter, 
Judge Andrews, as now being “personally 
offensive and obnoxious.” The break be- 
tween these friends remains a mystery. 

Judge Andrews apparently has made a 
good interim judge, and a strong delega- 
- tion from the Atlanta bar, inchuding the 
_ presidents of the Atlanta Bar Association 
and the Atlanta Lawyers’ Club, together 
with others from over the State, appeared 
_ before the Senate committee. 

The committee, obviously jealous of 
the constitutional provision which gives 
the Senate the right to “advise and con- 
sent” to judicial appointments, supported 
Sen. Russell without delay. It was a strik- 
ing illustration of the influence and power 
of Georgia’s Junior Senator with his fel- 
* low Senators. 

We regret to see the breaking up of 
old friendships and the bitterness engen- 
dered over a Federal judgeship appoint- 
ment. Since we do not know the full 
story or understand what precipitated the 
break between the two friends, it is not 
possible to comment beyond regretting 
the placing of a judgeship “in the middle.”

Doesn’t Fool Many 


The encouraging aspect of the apprehen- 
sion of the woman charged with soliciting 
signatures to the Communist “Stockholm 
Peace Proposal” petition is that her efforts 
were met by citizens alert to the ways of 


There is plenty of 
sugar to meet all demands in the foresee- 
able future and the Department of Agri- 
culture has just enlarged the allotment 
from Cuba by 350,000 tons. 

As for wheat, this year’s production will 
be on par with last year’s bumper crop and 
there already are more than 700,000,000 
bushels on hand. 

The seventh largest corn crop ever pro- 
duced is anticipated this year. 

Ordinarily, this huge corn crop would 
have depressed the price of beef, but beef 
has gone up because of frenzied buying. 

Neither is there reason for panic-buy- 
ing of nonfood items. Automobile tires, 
appliances and other items are in plenti- 
ful supply. The Government owns 15 syn- 
thetic rubber plants. Automobile makers 
are turning out cars at the highest rate in 
history. Unless the Korean war should 
spread there is not likely to be a shortage. 
Gasoline, which cannot be stored, possibly 
may render a great many private automo- 
biles useless in event of an all-out war, 
anyway. 

Hoarding is not likely to gain anything 
for anyone. And it hurts everyone.

That is the regular Communist line, 
straight from Moscow. All that is need- 
ed to disprove such puerile contentions is 
a look. at the stock market break since 
fighting began in Korea. 

The petition itself demands “the out- 
lawing of atomic weapons as instruments 
of intimidation and mass murder of peo- 
ples. We demand strict international con- 
trol to enforce this measure. 

“We believe,” it continues, “that any 
government which first uses atomic weap- 
ons against any other country whatsoever. 
will be committing a crime against hu- 
manity and should be dealt with as a war 
criminal. . . .” 

It is not at all strange that the Com- 
munist authors of the petition omit ag- 
gression, such as that by Communist troops 
in Korea, from the category of criminal 
acts. The Soviet Union’s stockpile of 
atomic bombs is low compared to this coun- 
try’s. But by the terms of this petition 
Soviet troops could overrun every country 
in Asia and Europe with tanks and infan- 
try and TNT bombs, as Communists have 
done in South Korea, without being la- 
beled a “war criminal.” It would be crimi- 
nal only to resist aggression with atomic 
bombs. 

As adroit as is Communist propaganda, 
it is difficult for it to deceive many in a 
country where factual information is avail- 
able. The fact that the police were del- 
uged with complaints soon after this wom- 
an’s activities began is gratifying evidence 
of that fact.

A tall, solemn-faced man, he had an unexpected flair for hu- 
mor, He was a constant target, as are all American representatives 
in foreign countries, for Communist smears and attack. At the 
time I was there, he was very much under fire from Montevideo’s 
Commie newspaper. A great hunter, he had had shipped in, for 
target practice, a .410-gauge, single-barrel shotgun and a case of 
shells. This the Communist paper had twisted and distorted to 
the point that its readers were being led to believe, in a day-after- 
day cafpaign, that the American Embassy was a virtual arsenal 
and the Ambassador a gun-toting gangster. 


Some members of the diplomatic corps took it seriously, fearing 
the reaction of such a vituperative if unsubstantiated malignment. 
But not Ellis Briggs. One day the editors of the slander sheet 
making the charges were informed, dead-pan, that since they had 
manifested such great interest in the Ambassador’s armaments, he 
had consented to pose, with the shotgun under one arm and the 
shelis under the other, for a picture to illustrate any future article. 


The picture was never made, of course. But the campaign ceased 
immediately. Furthermore, word of the offer got out and the'story 
was repeated again and again by the joke-loving Uruguayans, 
much to the chagrin of the Communists. 

Ellis Briggs was transferred to Czechoslovakia late last year. 
I hadn’t thought of him until the other day when I saw a story 
about the Russians complaining that U. S. planes were dropping 
potato bugs on fields in the Iron Curtain countries. In only one 
country—Czechoslovakia—did the U. S. Embassy bother to reply. 
The note, with a fine Briggs touch, said simply: 


“The Embassy ventures to suggest the inherent unsuit- 
ability of the Doryphora Decemlineata (potato bug) as an 
instrument of national policy. The Embassy doubts whether 
the potato bug, even in its most voracious phase, could nibble 
effectively at the fabric of friendship uniting the Czecho- 
slovakian and the American people.” 


Ambassador Briggs was too diplomatic to mention it. But the 
boll weevil crop is worse than ever over much of the South this 
year. Are Communist agents at work in our cotton patches?

Picks Winners 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Richard B. Russell 

picked the winner of both major contests in the 

South Carolina Democratic primary this week. 

He had publicly indorsed former Secretary of State James F. 

Byrnes, who won the governorship nomination over three oppo- 

nents, and had given indirect aid to Sen. Olin D. Johnston in his 
bid for re-election. 

The Georgia Senator was drawn into the hotly contested South 
Carolina Senate race by virtue of his position as floor leader of 
Southern Democrats in the Senate fight against civil rights legisla- 
tion. Gov, J. Strom Thurmond, the Dixiecrat nominee for President 
in 1948 who sought to unseat Johnston, had charged that Johnston 
was lukewarm in his opposition to the FEPC bill. Russell, at 
Johnston’s request, sent a telegram to the State repudiating the 
charges. It was given widespread reproduction throughout the 
State and figured large in Johnston’s victory. 

The only comment Sen. Russell would make on the primary 
results, however, was that “it went about as I expected.” An 
astute political observer, the Georgia junior Senator has a repu- 
tation of seldom being wrong in an election contest. 


Georgia delegation members, incidentally, are 
Buford Dam giving Sen. Russell credit for the substantial 
boost in appropriation items for Georgia projects as contained in 
the omnibus appropriation bill reported out by the Senate com- 
mittee. Funds for starting construction work on the great Buford 
Dam on the Chattahoochee River above Atlanta, for example, 
were increased to $900,000 over the $400,000 originally voted by 
the House. Likewise, the Clark Hill project near Augusta was 
given an increase from $16,000,000 to $20,000,000, while funds 
for the improvement of Savannah harbor were raised from $300,- 
000 to $540,000. 

As one of the top-ranking majority members of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, Sen. Russell led the fight for restor- 
ing the cuts in the funds ordered by the House. He succeeded 
in putting the amounts back about where they were in the budget 
recommendation. 

Rep. James C. Davis, of Decatur,’was much gratified over the 
increase granted in funds for Buford Dam, which will be a future 
source of water supply for the City of Atlanta. “This will enable 
us,” he said, “to make great progress in the construction of the 
dam in the next fiscal year. It will’get us over the hump. From 
here on the work of constructing the dam should proceed to orderly 
completion. The important thing is to get started.”

The Editors: I would like to dispel the impres- 
sion that in writing this second letter that I am 
trying to prolong the controversy that my orig- 
inal letter seems to have provoked.

W. D. Ferris of Atlanta struck me as being am- 
biguous, obtuse and vague to an extreme degree. 
He also makes two or three flat assertions that 
are very obviously matters of opinion. For in- 
stance he refers to our “wonderful governor.” I 
think it is needless to say that our opinions do 
not coincide on that point. 

Let me assure Mr. Ferris that I did not “cast a 
reflection on my intellect” when I referred to the 
“brilliant statesmen” who first drafted the unit 
system, as dunderheads. Possibly that word was 
a bit extreme, but my original implication stands 
with added emphasis. The fact that Mr. Thomp- 
son gave the unit system lip service does not in 
the least alter my position. As to whether or not 
I think Mr. Thompson a dunderhead because he 
gave the system lip service, I can only say that 
professional politicians sometimes behave very 
oddly for reasons of political expediency. It is 
true that Talmadge got the majority of both popu- 
lar and unit votes, but the popular margin was 
extremely slim and a shift of 3,000. votes. would 
have given the race.to Mr. Thompson, That cir- 
cumstance speaks for itself.

Went To Sleep for Life Lead Cut 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 14—The tall, lithe young in- 
surance salesman walked up to Dixie Walker and said 
howdy, he was glad to see him again. And Dixie, a neigh- 
borly ‘sort, happy most any time to see anybody, unless 
it’s umpires whose last names start with “G” and league 
presidents whose first name is Charley, said he was glad 
to see him, too. 


It isn’t always an insurance man gets such a friendly response. 
Quite often they find the person they’ve accosted in a hurry to see 
a sick friend, late for a rendezvous with his wife, or double-parked 
in the next block. This was different. This was the first time 
ex-Dodger Dixie had seen this friend in several seasons, perhaps 
as far back as 1942, when he saw him several times too often. 

At that time, however, Johnny Beazley had no time for 
insurance. He WAS insurance, pitching insurance to the St. 
Louis Cards, who were indulging in another National League 


pennant. 

You, perhaps, have the same notion that I have about ball- 
players, that y. never forget a name or face against which, or 
whom, they have played. As often as Walker had swung against 
Beazley, however, all he could remember was Johnny, and that he 
had been a Cardinal pitcher, and that his arm had gone to the 
bow-wows. But, as I said, it had been a long time between sights 
of Beazley. 

The Beazley case is another of those baseball misfortunes. His 
was an arm worth $30,000 a year on the current high-standard 
market, but he threw it out of kilter for the Army. Happened 
sometime in 1944, just before Johnny went marching off to the 
Pacific. He had come up out of the Texas League and bell-cowed 
the Cardinal pitching staff to the ’42 pennant with a 20-victory 
season. 


The Cards had a habit in those seasons 
A Sleeper a Year of turning up a pitching sleeper a year, 


and he was one. Ernie White had been it the year before. It was 
Al Brazle in °43 and Ted Wilks in °44. 
“The Army was waiting for me on the doorstep when I 
came home that Fall,” Beazley said, “and I went quietly. I 
can tell you exactly when I threw my arm out. It was just 
before I went over to Hawaii. They asked me to pitch in an 
Army Relief Fund game out on the West Coast. I wasn’t 
in shape, hadn’t been pitching much, but I pitched anyway. 
“It was a pretty good team we played. Harry Danning (old 
Giant catcher) had a team down at Long Beach, a service outfit 
with a lot of major leaguers on it. I went all the way and I had 
to bear down, because they were tough. I won the game, then went 
on out to Hawaii and pitched in that Army-Navy World Series, and 
that added insult to injury. My arm was never the same after that.” 
I wouldn’t take the oath on this, but I don’t recall Beazley 
winning another big league game after the '42 season. He came 
back to the Cards in '46, stayed around the National League as long 
as he did only because Billy Southworth, for whom he had put 
out so courageously in "42, was willing to take a chance on him 
at Boston. 


It is history now that South- 
Southworth Went Along worth probably went too far 
with Beazley and other former Cardinals who were gathered around 
their former master in his new Massachusetts locale. When the 
last big league light went out for Beazley, he came back to Nash- 
ville and tried to rediscover his craft with the hometown Vols. 
That was no good, and last Summer the Braves came for 
him again. They gave him a chance to manage their Florida 

International League club at St. Petersburg. They may as 

well have tried te give him the score card concession at 

Braves Field. Class B managing, all-night hops in a “bus 

league” and the petty irritations that come to one in the 

lower minors didn’t set well with Beazley. He quit after 
two weeks. | 

Spring came again this year, a habit it has followed for several 
eenturies, and Beazley answered the humming of the bees in the 
licorice trees, started out again for the Big Rock Candy Mountain. 

The millionaire oilman, Dick Burnett, gave him a chance on 
his Dallas club in the Texas League. There were Spring training 
days when it looked as if the old Beazley was back in_ business 
again. He worked four spotless innings against the Phillies, the 
same peach-fuzz kids that lead the National League, and struck 
out nine. 

“Man, I thought I had it made, then,” he said. “But the 

next time I pitched I was driven back to my foxhole. I 

couldn’t get anybody out. And that’s the way it went. One 

day I had it, the next day I didn’t, and that’s enough to 
worry you to death. I knew I wasn’t getting anywhere, or 
doing anybody any good. I knew I never had a chance to get 
back in the majors that way, and that’s the only place to play. 

I gave it up and came back to my insurance business. I be- 

lieve it’s safe to say I'm through for good.” 

Johnny has oiled up his joints and pitched a couple of sand- 
Jot stands around Nashville. Each time he has been manhandled, 
and George (Nashville’ Banner) Leonard reports that he must 
have set a record one day when he unfurled seven wild pitches. 

That's all. The tall, dark and handsome Beazley stands as about 
as youthful a monument to a pitching crackup as you'll ever see.

Although allergy is a word which has come into wide 
usage, I find that many readers are puzzled by it. If the 
word “sensitivity” were used instead of “allergy” perhaps 


some confusion could be avoided because allergy is simply 


a state in which an individual is unduly sensitive to foods, 


drugs and other chemical substances to which most persons | 


are not sensitive. 

However, the word “sensi- 
tive” is not altogether adequate 
in this description. What is 
meant is that the person who is 
“sensitive” or allergic to foods, 
drugs or other substances re- 
sponds to contact with these 
substances with unusual reac- 
tions—such as the development 
of hives, “hay fever” or asthma, 
among others. 


Allergy assumes several dif- 
ferent forms. The type which re- 
sults in hay fever or asthma is 
well known to most persons. 
Less well known is “physical” 
allergy in which a person be- 
comes unusually sensitive to 
heat, cold and light. 

Occasionally, when a person 
becomes infected with a certain 
strain of bacteria, he may be- 
come “allergic” to these bacte-

reaction much more severe than 
that occasioned by the original 
infection. 

Any number of substances— 
paints, ink, feathers, wool, silk, 
plants, Ylowers and dust, for 
examples, may produce disor- 
ders of the skin upon contact 
—contacts which never affect 
most persons. 

Certain foods to which an in- 
dividual is sensitive may pro- 
duce severe digestive symp- 
toms in addition to hives and 
other remote reactions. 

Perhaps the most effective 
method of treatment of allergic 
disorder is that of avoiding the 
offensive substances which 
cause it, or rather, which cause 
the unusual reactions. This is 
exemplified by the exodus of 
numerous citizens from their 
usual haunts during the hay 
fever season, 


Treatment of allergy in many 
instances calls for a series of 
injections of the  offendin 
agent, commencing with mi- 
nute quantities and gradually 
increasing the dose to the point 
where a relative degree of “im- 
munity” to the “allergen” is 
brought about. 

Unfortunately, in many in- 
stances, this immunity is short 
lived and must be renewed at 
yearly periods — or oftener. 
While this method of procedure 
yields good results in many 
cases, it is not universally suc- 
cessful. Many persons suffer 
from allergy throughout their 
entire lives.

HOMEMADE BRATS 


Defiance Marks Step 
Toward Adulthood 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
BOSTON, July 14—Brats are homemade, Dr. William 
H. Burton, Harvard University, said in a talk before the 
child development division of the American Home Eco- 


nomics Association. 

If you’ve ever been annoyed 
with Johnnie when he broke a 
vase and screamed “What made 
you do that, you never used to!” 
that’s the clue he’s growing up. 
He is in a new, dangerous age 
group or if your line is “What's 
got into you,” well, its pre- 
adolescense that’s got into him. 
It’s a perfectly normal phase of 
children marked by defiance to 


routine, parents and discipline. 

Dr. Burton believes the 10 to 
12 age period to be a dangerous 
age for both children and par- 
ents. Delinquency starts in this 
period, not in adolescence, as 
most people believe. 

This is a period or age of 
changing social status for chil- 
dren tn which they reject adult 
standards. They make sharp dis- 
tinctions between boys and girls 
and they tend to form definite 
age groups for themselves. 

There’s one positive note 
about this later childhood time 
for it is the period that provides 
unbelievable opportunity for in- 
dependent growth, personality 
and moral judgment if parents 
will work with the child. 

Children at this age need 
tremendous physical activity. 
They’re the toughest individuals 
known, 

“Let the child speak out free- 
ly then talk with him on his 
level,” Burton said. “It’s use- 
less to use appeals based on 
adult values or standards.”

She 
grabbed the belt and tugged at 
it..1 put it around her neck fin- 
ally and pulled it together. The 
belt broke and she went limp, un- 
eonscious. 

“I then carried her out of the 
car and dumped her on the

Mrs. Stanley filed suit for di- 
vorce in 1942 but the case was 
dismissed by mutual consent. Her 
husband, Crawford, is a salesman 
employed by an abrasive firm 
owned by Mrs, Stanley’s father.

A Soap Box Derby racing car 
is only aS good as its steering| 
system. | 

This fact has been proved over 
and over again as many cars that 
looked like winners have gone'| 
down to defeat on local and na-| 
tional race courses because of a 
faulty steering system. | 

Steering a straight course is of’ 
paramount importance! This can- 
not be achieved if the sfeering 
mechanism is faulty. Driving down 
the track straight as an arrow 
frequently spells the split-second 
difference between loss and vic- 
tory. You can watch that win for 
the Derby Champion of Atlanta 
Saturday! 

Several steering rules are aimed | 
at giving young drivers ample) 
room in which to manipulate the | 
steering wheel while the car is’ 
running on the track. The driver) 
must sit in a normal driving po- 
sition. He must have both hands 
on the steering wheel. A foot-op- 
erated brake is mandatory so that | 
both hands may be on the steer-_ 
ing wheel at all times. 

To make doubly sure the driv-| 
er has enough room, the 1950: 
rules provide for a new cut-out 
portion in the cockpit area which 
provides more elbow room. The) 
rules call for a steering wheel, | 
or half-wheel, not less than eight! 
inches in diameter. It is essential 
that there be at least two inches 
of clearance between the rim of, 
the wheel and any part of the 
car or of the driver’s body. 

Safety is the watchword 
throughout on steering, and safe- 
tv is the foremost consideration of 
the young car-builders in plan- 
ning and building the steering 
mechanisms.

The 
first national winner was Robert 
Turner, of Muncie, Ind., who still 
attends most of the Soap Box 
Derby finals. 
In 1935, the Derby’s second year, 
there were 52 participating cities. 
It was estimated that more than 
15,000 boys took part in the local 
races, held during June and July. 
The crowd which lined Tallmadge 
Hill in Akron, O., to see Maurice 
E. Bale Jr., of Anderson, Ind., 
flash across the finish line as All- 
American champion was well in 
excess of those at the finals the 
preceding year. 

An International Soap Box Der- 
by was inaugurated in 1936 in 
conjuction with the All-American 
race. A Derby had been held in 
South Africa during the month of 
January, and the South African 
champion made the long trip to 
Akron for the international event. 
There were 116 cities in the 1936 
race, with more than 30,000 boys 
entering.

Ed Danforth, sports editor of The Atlanta Journal, never 
raced in a Soap Box Derby, but he, like many another re- 
members well the old “coaster wagon.”
